The Recurrence of Old Errors 





J. P. Hughes 


Our purpose in this writing is to‘ 
prove to the reader that the so-called } 
“New Light” theory is nothing more} 
than the recurrence of old errors and 
false teaching in disguise. It is the 
assumed title of an old erroneous the- 
ory that has again become prominent 
as a religious teaching that denies the; 
Trinity, or threefold personality of | 
God. It denies the trinity by its claim 
that Jesus is the only person of the 
Godhead, or that God only exists in 
Him. It also denies and makes void 
the commission of Christ concerning 
baptism and teaches to baptize in the 
name of “Jesus only,” and not in the 
name of the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghost, as Jesus taught and commis- 
sioned His followers. (Matt, 28:19.) In 
denying the Trinity of the Godhead, 
the “New Light” theory virtually 
denies the divinity of Christ, and in 
some places the adherents of that doc- 
trine are boldly denying the concep- 
tion of Jesus being by the Holy Ghost. 
If the theory that Jesus is the only 


person of the Godhead is true, it is 
also true that the Holy Ghost does 
not exist as a person and there is 


room for the argument that Jesus was 
not conceived by the Holy Ghost. 

About one hundred years ago a re- 
ligious leader by the name of Zinzen- 
dorf is said to have tried to prove to 
the world that the trinity of the God- 
head was a false idea. The “New 
Light” theory also denies the trinity 
by teaching that Jesus is the only per- 
son of the Godhead, and is therefore 
a recurrence of the Zinzendorf error 
advocated one hundred years ago. 
Christian Science which is only an 
emission from the infernal region of 
darkness that was introduced to the 
world by Mrs. Eddy, in the year 1866, 
denies also the trinity of the Godhead 
and the divinity of Christ. Mrs, Eddy 
and those standing with her in the so- 
called Christian Science movement say 
that the idea of God subsisting in 
three persons suggests heathen gods. 
They say that there is none but God 
and boldly deny that Christ is His 
Son. 

The “New Light” theory claims that 
there is none but Jesus and by so do- 
ing denies the trinity and does away 
with the Father and Holy Ghost as 
persons of the Godhead, and virtually 
denies the conception of Christ by the 
Holy Ghost. The only difference be- 
tween Christian Science and “New 
Light ” in regard to the divinity of 
Christ and the threefold personality 
of God is the claim by one that God 
is all, and by the other that Jesus is 
all. One is as false as the other and a 
greater insult has never been vomited 
out of hell and thrown in the face of 
Christ than a theory that denies His 
divinity or conception by the Holy 
Ghost. 

My dear reader, are you thoroughly 
convinced that the so-called “New 
Light” theory is an old error in dis- 
guise? Do you realize that Zinzendorf 
and Christian Science have failed to 
accomplish Satan’s plan in propagat- 
ing his insult against Christ and the 
Bible and that he has brought it forth 
in a Pentecostal garb and named it 
“New Light?” Do you not see that the 
purpose of Christian Science and the 
“New Light” theory is the same, as 
they both deny the trinity of the God- 
head and seek to destroy the truth of 
the Bible? Do you not see that the 
Pentecostal garb and fallacious name 
that this false doctrine has been 
brought forth in gives it a more decep- 
tive appearance and that unstable 
souls are snared by its fallacy? 

Jesus said He was the light of the 
world and the Bible declares that He 
is ever the same. John 8:12. Heb. 13:8. 
When Jesus came as the light of the 
world He declared Himself to be the 
Son of God, and in His teaching He 
did not claim that He was the only 
person of the Godhead, but often re- 
ferred to His Father in Heaven. He 
prayed to His Father in Heaven which 
was very inconsistent if there were no 
God only in Himself. Why did He not 
pray to Himself if He were the only 





person of the Godhead? Who would 
dare to believe the so-called “New! 


Light, One God, or Jesus Only” theory, 
when we have the plain simple teach- 
ings of Christ that He was the Son, 
and that He came from the Father, 
and wotld return unto Him and send 
the Holy Ghost. When speaking of the 
advent of the Holy Ghost, Jesus used 
the personal pronouns, “Whom, He or 
Him” which is full proof that the Holy 
Ghost is a person. (See John 14:26; 
15:26; 16:7.) 

The claim of “New Light” is very 
dangerous as it tonflicts with the 
teaching of Christ who is the light of 
the world. Any light or teaching that 
does not correspond with Christ and 
His teaching is false and nothing more 
than the work of antichrist. The Bible 
teaches that Jesus was the true light. 
(John 1:9). This suggests that there 
would be imitations or such as would 
appear to be light as’!> from Christ, 
the true Light; and we are authorita- 
tively taught that false Christs and 
false prophets should arise and show 
such signs and wonders that the very 
elect would be deceived if possible. 
(Matt. 24:24.) The Bible also teaches 
that-many false prophets are gone out 
into the world and that even now 
there are many antichrists; so it is 
evident that the false Christ and false 
prophets that Jesus said should come 
are here and many are being deceived 
through their work. (See Ist John 
2:18; 4:1.) 

Let us now see if we can _ locate 
some of the antichrists and _ false 
prophets. The Hebrew word for propbh- 
et is Nabi —“One who pours forth a 
declaration.” If the declaration poured 
forth is not true it is bound to be 
false and the one who pours it forth 
is a false prophet. The antichrists are 
those who are against Christ. And who 
is against Him but those who adhere 
to theories that deny His divinity, His 
conception by the Holy Ghost, or the 
Bible truth that plainly teaches that 
He was the Son of God and second 
person of the trinity? The‘New Light” 
theory denies these Bible truths and is 
therefore against Christ, and those 
who are pouring it forth are false 
prophets and antichrists. There may 
be some who are sincere in their be 
lief in the theory but that doesn’t 
keep them from being in error or their 
declaration from being false and 
against Christ. If Jesus is the only 
existing personality of the Godhead 
as the “New Light” theory claims, it 
is evident that the Holy Ghost does 
not exist as a person, and that Mary 
did not conceive by Him and give birth 
to the Son of God as the Bible teaches. 
(Matt. 1:18, 20; Luke 1:35.) If the 
conception of Jesus was not by the 
Holy Ghost, the Bible story of His 
birth is false and He was not divine, 
but born out of wedlock and a bastard. 
Who is more antichrist than those who 
propagate such teachings? What could 
be more insulting to the Lamb of God 
if He could be insulted than such 
slanderous teaching against Him? My 
dear reader, beware of false prophets 
and antichrists and stick to the plain 
teaching of the Bible. 

Let us remember, that the purpose 
of the antichrist is to deceive and that 
he gets his prey by flatteries. See Dan. 
11:21, 24; Matt. 24:24; 2d Thess. 2:9, 
10.) It is true that the antichrist as 
a person has not yet made his appear- 
ance but his spirit is dominating the 
false prophets and they are the many 
antichrists that even now are in the 
world. (1st John 2:12; 4:1-3; 2d Thes, 
2:7.) The antichrist is responsible for 
every false doctrine under the sun and 
every one he can deceive and infuse 
his spirit into becomes a false prophet 
to pour forth false teaching in some 
form. Of course the antichrist is cun- 
ning and as he is sponsor for the work 
done by the false prophets in propa- 
gating false doctrine, he will cause the 
false to resemble the true as much as 
possible, Every false teaching that has 
come into prominence has had enough 
truth interwoven to make it deceptive. 
But false doctrine is like a magnet, it 
only gathers the material it is like 
and soon the false that once had 
enough truth interwoven to make it

Or the Manifestation of 
The Godhead

The above named subject has been 
forced upon my heart and mind with- 
out choice as to whether I would care 
to say anything relative to it or not. 
The Holy Spirit has so burned within 
my heart of late relative to the teach- 
ings concerning the Godhead, that I 
feel I can no longer keep silent before 
God and withhold what I feel God has 
put into my hands for those who are 
so unfortunate as to have been duped 
concerning the above; and now realiz- 
ing the many and divided forms of 
deceptive teachings that are prevalent 
throughout the whole Christian Area, 
I feel keenly the needs of the Biblical 
proof of the Word of God concerning 
the personality of the Godhead. It is, 
therefore, to be hoped that we shall, 
under the divine guidance of the Holy 
Spirit, be able to set forth the plain 
truths of the Word of God in such a 
manner as to bless and enlighten those 
who may have become clouded with 
the various pernicious teachings rela- 
tive to the Godhead, 

The needs are apparent not only to 
supply the needed stability of those 
who have steered clear of false teach- 
ings concerning this very important 
subject, but, if possible, to be able to 
recover from the snares and nets of 
Satanic powers and reasonings, those 
who have been led astray from the 
true meaning and theology of God. 

THE QUESTION 

TEXT:—In the beginning God cre- 
ated the heavens and the earth. Gen. 
atk, y 

The question is, therefore, Is there 
more than one person in manifesta- 
tion of the Godhead? The Jews, for in- 
stance, hold that God is a Deity, and 
therefore only one person, which is 
perhaps the strongest reason for their 
rejection of the Lord Jesus Christ as 
their promised Messiah and Redeemer, 
the Son of God. While on the other 
hand, there are those of today who 
have believed upon the Lord Jesus 
Christ who have speculatively denied 
the existence of the Father. The latter 
are most generally known as the “One 
God People,” who assert that there is 
only the Son in manifestation of the 
Godhead. These deny the existence of 
a Trinity, commonly known as Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghost, and assert that 
God is only Spirit and that He was 
the incarnation of Jesus Christ, and 
that the Holy Ghost, which was sent 
in His name, has proceeded from Him 
rather than from God, the Father, as 
the scriptures affirm —Jno, 15:26. 

Then if we were to accept the the 
ology of the Jews, who deny the incar- 
nation. of the Son of God, and of the 
“One God People,” who deny the ex- 
istence of the Father, except as in the 
person of Christ, we would be left 
within the great chasm of the abyss, 
caused by the overthrow of the pre- 
Adamic creation, without a Father to 
create or the Son to redeem; with 





only the brooding presence of the 
Holy Spirit (Heb. Ruach) hovering 
over the abyss. But thanks be unto 


God, who has prepared better things 
for us, that if, “we feel after him we 
may happily find him,” so that we are 
not bound by human rights to sell our- 
selves to either the bewildered Jew, 
nor yet to the darkened mind of a mis- 
led Gentile. 
THE ANSWER 

Therefore we will proceed to exam- 
ine the original text, or the Hebrew 
word used for God, so as to find out 
and define it by the etymological valu 
of the word itself. We take therefore 
the first verse of Genesis, if you 
please, where the Hebrew word used 
for God is first found, and what do 
we have? We have here the Hebrew 
word Eloheim, which is a uni-plural 
noun of the masculine gender, formed 
from the proprietaries of the mascu- 
line noun EL, which is sometimes ren- 
dered God, but at the same time hav- 
ing the qualities of a descriptive non 
denoting strength; and gives us prim 
arily to understand that there is with- 
in the Godhead a mighty and strong 
one, having such strength and quality 
as to make of Himself a hero. (Heb 
Def.— strong, mighty, a might one, a 
hero). That this is correct usage of 
the word is best proven by the use of 
the word throughout the Scriptures 
from which we give a few reference

Decision Concerning Colored Work 


S. W. Latimer, General Overseer 











Pursuant to the duties of the office 
of General Overseer, 1t was the mind 
of the Assembly to have the General 
Overseer visit the work in Pennsylvan- 
ia and other places where there was 
some confusion concerning the colored 
work, pertaining to the colored work 
in the North being under the super- 
vision of the colored Overseer of the 
colored work in the South. 

On the 18th of November we left 
Cleveland and spent ten days visiting 
these places. Our first stop was at 
Norristown, Pa. We found some divis- 
ion there. There were two Church of 
God colored works in a couple of 
blocks of each other. 

Our next visit was Philadelphia, Pa. 
Several churches were represented at| 
this meeting. After making a talk on! 
this subject we gave those present the 
privilege to speak. There was quite 
a good deal of accusation and, of 
course, we could tell that there was 
division among them. 

Our next stop was at Pittsburgh, 
Pa. There was no division among the| 
Pittsburgh people. They have a loyal | 
band and seemed to be intensely in} 
earnest about the work of the Lord. 

My reason for speaking of these di- 
vision is that those who are concern- | 
ed may know the difficulties we are 
trying to overcome in this dicision. 

After weighing the matter carefully | 
and prayerfully from every angle, I} 
decided that all states where there is! 
no distinction, where the children go| 
to the same school and all have the | 
privilege of riding in the same coaches | 
on the train and occupy the same} 
waiting rooms at railroad stations, all | 
these states where these privileges’ 
are allowed by both white and colored, 
will be under the supervision of the’ 
State Overseer appointed by the As-, 
sembly. All tne southern states where 
there are restrictions, where they have 
separate schools, separate waiting 
rooms and ride in separate cars on 








trains, will be under the supervision 
of the colored overseer appointed by 
the Assembly. 


All colored work in the United 
States and the islands of the sea will 
have the privilege of contributing to 
the colored orphanage. We feel that 
they should support this orphanage 
which probably will be established in 
Florida. They will also have the priv- 
ilege of belonging to their burial auxil- 
lary. All colored’ ministers everywhere 
are already allowed to take the group 
insurance for ministers provided by 
Headquarters. 

The tithe of tithes will come _ to 
Headquarters as usual, All the tithe 
of tithes sent to Headquarters from 
the colored work in the South will go 
to the colored Overseer appointed by 


| the Assembly. The Assembly has pro- 


vided that at least that amount should 
be sent to the State Overseer from 
each church. This amount that is sent 
to the State Overseer from churches 
where there is no distinction in 
schools and public travel will go to 
the State Overseer that the Assembly 
appoints over these’ states. The 
amount sent to the State Overseer in 
the South where there are restrictions 
in schools and public travel will go 
to the colored Overseer appointed by 
the Overseer of the colored work. 

Be it known to all ministers of the 
Church of God everywhere, that both 
white and colored will have the priv- 
ilege of going into all parts of the 
world and preaching the Gospel to ev- 
ery creature. Severar years ago the 
Assembly ruled that ministers going 
into different states should cooperate 
with the State Overseer and work in 
harmony with him. This is one rule of 
the Assembly that I feel should be 
recognized, and it is my advice that 
those going into different states to 
work should get in touch with the 
State Overseer and work in harmony 
with him, so that there would be no 
division among you.

enticing becomes engrossed with error 
and proves to be the doctrine of devil», 
When the spirit of error gets control 
of the mind it will lead its captives 
into gross darkness and damnable 
hersey, making them believe it is re- 
vealed truth and thus they cry, New 
Light, New Revelation, New Thought, 
Modernism, The Key of Knowledge, 
ete. 

Paul said that in the last days some 
would depart fie. the faith and give 
heed to seduviug spirits and doctrines 
of devils. Ist Tim. 4:1. Do we not see 
Poul’s prophecy being fulfilJed in the 
Pentecostal movement, when so much 
false teaching is emitting from the 
Pentecostal ranks? Almost every false 
teaching imaginative has crept in and 
is propagated by people who identify 
themselves with Pentecost. This is de- 
plorable, but nevertheless it is true 
and shows how Satan seeks to put a 
Pentecostal garb on every thing that 
is false, therefore, we should not be 
surprised at the error of Christian Sci- 
ence, in denying the trinity and divine 
conception of Christ, coming forth 
with a new name (New Light) and 
being propagated by people who claim 
Pentecost. 

In conclusion let us notice the Bible 
truth about the trinity of the Godhead 
and the divine conception of Christ 
as the Bible is the only authority on 
the subject, and will stand when Mrs. 
Eddy’s work and the “New Light” 
theory have gone into the region of 
darkness from whence all false teach- 
ing originates. 

First we will admit that God is one, 
but this being true does not destroy 
His threefold personality, for the 
Bible teaches that God subsists in 
three persons, namely, Father, Son 
and Holy Ghost. These three distinct 
persons are all represented in the 
Bible as being God. The first person 
is God the Father. (See John 17:15.) 
In these verses you will notice that 
Jesus, the Son, prays direct to the Fa- 
ther calling Him both Father and God. 
The second person is God the Son. 
(See Heb. 1:1-9.) In these verses you 
will notice that God the Father desig- 
nates both Himself and the Son as be- 
ing God. “But unto the Son He (the 
Father) saith, Thy throne, O God is 
for ever and ever.” Here the Father 
speaks to the Son, calling Him God, 
and the next verse shows that God the 
Father is the God of the Son, who 
hath anointed Him above His fellows. 
The third person of the trinity is the 
Holy Ghost, who is also designated as 
God by the apostle Peter in his deal- 
ing with Ananias. The Bible plainly 
teaches that when Ananias lied to the 
Holy Ghost, he lied to God. (Acts 5:3, 
4.) It also teaches that the church is 
the temple of God, in which He dwells 
through the Spirit, or that by the Holy 
Ghost dwelling in the church it be- 
comes the temple of God. Eph. 2:19-22, 

“For there are three that bare record 
in heaven, the Father, the Word, 
(Son) and the Holy Ghost: and these 
three are one.” (1st John 5:7.) We no- 
tice that the plural term “are one” 
is used instead of the singular, is one. 
This of course signifies that they are 
not one in person, but in mind, will, 
image and purpose, and that they 
three form one God. When God was 
about to make man, He said “Let us 
make man in our image, after our like- 
ness.” (Gen 1:26.) This statement 
alone is conclusive that God subsists

in a plurality of persons. The plural 
Pronoun “us” conveys the idea of 
more than one person in the Godhead; 
while the possessive pronoun “our” 
shows that though the Godhead is a 
plurality of persons, they are one in 
image. The Hebrew word for God as 
it is used in the first five chapters of 
Genesis is “Eloheim”—a plural noun 
that means “Gods.” This is strong 
proof of the trinity and confirms the 
New Testament teaching, that Christ 
existed before the world was and par- 
ticipated in all the work of creation. 
(John 17:5; Col. 1:15-17; Heb. 1:1-2.) 

In the work of creation, the plural- 
ity of persons in the Godhead is 
clearly set forth but without distinc- 
tion. In the plan of redemption where- 
by man Is brought back into favor 
with God, we see the threefold person- 
ality of God, acting and reacting upon 
each other as they did in the work of 
creation, but distinguished in person, 
office and relation to each other and 
to man. The Bible teaches that Christ 
was the Lamb of God slain from the 
foundation of the world. (John 1:29; 
Rev. 13:8; 1 Pet. 1:18-20.) This shows 
that the plan of redemption was ar- 
ranged from the beginning, and as we 
have already seen that the threefold 
personality of God took part in the 
work of creation in the beginning, we 
may also see that they all participated 
in the plan of redemption. 

The Bible teaches that God gave 
and sent His Son into the world to 
redeem it. (John 3:16, 17; 17:3; Gal. 
4:5; Ist John 4:14.) The giving and 
sending of His Son was the Father’s 
act in the plan of redemption, and al- 
though He was given from the begin- 
ning as we have already shown, He 
was not sent until the Virgin Mary 
conceived by the Holy Ghost and gave 
birth to the Son of God, (Matt. 1:18- 
20; Luke 1:35.) When the angel an- 
nounced that the time had come for 
God to send His Son to redeem the 
world, he told Mary that she should 
bring forth a son and call his name 
Jesus, and that He should be called 
the Son of the Highest. (Luke 1:3, 32.) 
Mary being astonished at the message 
of the angel asked how such a thing 
eould be which gave place for an ex- 
planation by the angel as to how the 
conception of Jesus would take place. 

“The Holy Ghost shall come upon 
thee, and the power of the Highest 
shall overshadow thee; therefore also 
that holy thing which shall be born 
of thee shall be called the Son of 
God.” (Luke 1:35.) The Holy Ghost 
coming upon Mary, and the concep- 
tion being by Him shows that He par- 
ticipated with the Father in sending 
His Son to redeem the world. 

As the three that bare record in 
Heaven are one, and Jesus being one 
of the three, He would necessarily 
have to take part in His coming to the 
world as a Redeemer; so He evidently 
participated in His own incarnation. 
The Bible teaches that although Christ 
was equal with God, He took upon 
Him the form of a servant and was 
made in the likeness of men. He took 
not on Himself the nature of angels 
but took on flesh and the seed of Abra- 
ham in order to redeem the world. 
(See Phil. 2:5-8; Heb. 2:14-17.) 

I am sure that any careful reader 
can see the work of three distinct per- 
sons in the sublime event in which 
Jesus came as a Redeemer. “The Holy 
Ghost came upon her,—the power of 
God overshadowed her,—and Jesus 
took on Himself flesh and the like- 
ness of men,” so the trinity partici- 
pated in the plan of redemption and 
conception of Christ as they did in the 
work of creation. Jesus was the only 
incarnation of the Godhead and in 
Him dwelleth the fullness of the God- 
head, bodily or physically; but He is 
not the only person of the Godhead 
and did not act alone in the plan of 
redemption. 

How vivid in the Scripture is the 
threefold personality of God — three 
persons — but one God — is clearly 
shown in the Bible.

used with reference to Nebuchadnez- 
zar. Here the text of the original in 
the Hebrew is El Goim, which is 
translated “The God of the nations,” 
also as “The Might One” in the Sco- 
field Reference Bible. The noun EL 
here is in the singular; the Hebrew 
word used for nations is in the plural, 
being Goim, while Goi is the singular 
for nation, and is the same as is used 
in Isa. 1:4; 26:2; 49:7; Gen. 35:11; 
Psa, 33:12, where in each instance the 
reference is in the singular. But 
when the word for nations is used it 
is always Goim, which is used in the 
plural and is formed by adding the 
plural endings of the masculine, and 
is the same afformatives as is used in 
the formation of Eloheim. It is here

cited as a proof that as the Hebrew 
word Goim is plural, and so used, so 
is also Eloheim. (The reader is here 
cited to his Hebrew grammar rela- 
tive to the above) That Goim is the 
plural of the Hebrew is also attested 
by the fact that it is used with re 
spect to the Greek word Ethnon which 
is the Greek word for nations. 

El is also synonymous with the He- 
brew word Abi-Al which means the 
Father of strength. It must also be 
noticed that the Hebrew word EL is 
singular and does not take on _ the 
plural afformatives until united with 
the verb Alah, which is a Hebrew 
word of the fifth congugation, i.e. 
Hiphil which adds to the verb’ the 
causative sense, to which is appended 
the ending im, which is the plural 
ending of the masculine gender, whieh 
gives to us the Hebrew uni-plural 
noun Eloheim, from which we extract 
the many virtues and offices of the 
Godhead. 

The order and make up of the He- 
brew word used for God is beautiful, 
because of the reflection of the 
STRENGTH and FAITHFULNESS of 
God as a Creator. The Word here 
used contains exactly what it should 
eontain, and especially what a Creator 
should contain, viz, STRENGTH as is 
signified by EL: i.e. power to create, 
then the verb ALAH which means to 
swear, or to bind oneself, so imply- 
ing faithfulness to that which is creat- 
ed; so much so that he may not leave 
nor forsake His creatures, which is 
more beautifully exemplified by God 
Himself having secured His creation 
before the fall of Adam by Christ hav- 
ing been slain or standing as a Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the 
world. 

Then since Christ stood as a Lamb 
slain from the foundation cf the 
world, as the security of God’s crea- 
tures, as the manifested emblem of 
God’s faithfulness; to be made mani- 
fest in God’s time and place, the He- 
brew word used here must contain 
such a reflection of love and wisdom 
as is portrayed behind the screen or 
veil of time, hidden within the infinite 
mind of God. That is exactly what we 
have within the Hebrew word Elo- 





heim, (God) it is broad enough to 


cover His creative STRENGTH, His 
faithfulness to His creatures, and then 
to properly exemplify the fact that 
God was not alone but was that bless- 
ed and happy Trinity of Father, Son 
and Spirit, as is shown forth by the 
appending of the plural form of the 
masculine noun to the formations of 
El-Alah, which gives us the He- 
brew uni-plural noun of Elo 
heim, It is the failure of the He 
brews themselves to properly compre- 
hend their own language, that causes 
them to stumble at the thought of 
there being more than one quality 
or person in manifestation of the God- 
head, yet many of them are graduates 
from the various universities and are 
supposed to know these things. How- 
ever it has happened to them accord- 
ing as St. Paul has said, “If any man 
be ignorant let him be ignorant,” and 
thus they plunge on headlong into the 
darkness of the fall which is intensi- 
fied by their unwillingness to stop and 
reason or consider what is contained 
within their own language that has 
blessed the whole of mankind.
